This letter responds to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers dated May 
9, 2001 noting informalities in the application. 

The Applicant asserts that the instant application is in compliance with 37 C.F.R § 
1.84(p)(2). This section states that "[t]he English alphabet must be used for letters, 
except where another alphabet is customarily used, such as the Greek alphabet to indicate 
angles, wavelengths, and mathematical formulas." 

The Applicant submits that the Chinese characters used in the figures are 
necessary to efficiently enable one of ordinary skill in the art to use the invention. By the 
nature of the description of the invention, Apparatus and Method for Inputting Chinese 
Characters, the figures include examples of Chinese characters as images to show how 
the characters are stored, created and inputted into a computer. Specifically, Figure 2 
illustrates a sample of the designated Chinese characters that are stored in a memory 
means. Figure 3 shows a typical classification table or matrix table of radicals which is 
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used by the present invention. Figure 4 illustrates radical keys of an apparatus used for 
imputing Chinese characters in accordance with a preferred embodiment of the present 
invention. Figure 5 illustrates a classification table of Chinese characters corresponding 
to a combination frame in accordance with the present invention. Figure 6 illustrates an 
arrangement plan of the radicals which are represented on the radical key of Figure 4. 
Figure 6 also illustrates another preferred embodiment of the invention. 

The Applicant is required to submit drawings in a patent application where it is 
necessary to the understanding of the subject matter to be patented. 37 C.F.R. § 1.81. 
Additionally, the drawings must show every feature of the invention specified by the 
claims. 37 C.F.R. § 1.83. Since the subject matter claimed is an Apparatus and Method 
for Imputing Chinese Characters, Applicant submits that figures in the application 
therefore must include Chinese characters and radicals. 

Further, enclosed is a copy of the basic Korean patent application for the present 
invention. The application is written in Korean, however, the application figures have the 
same Chinese characters as the U.S. patent application. 

The Applicant also asserts that the application is in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 
1.52(d)(1). This section states "[i]f a nonprovisional application is filed in a language 
other than English, a English language translation of the non-English language 
application, a statement that the translation is accurate... are required." The Applicant 
submits that the application was submitted in the English language and that Chinese 
characters were only used by way examples to more fully enable the present invention. 
The subject matter of the present invention necessitates the use of Chinese characters in 
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the specification and the figures to efficiently comply with the requirements for a patent 

application under 35 U.S.C. § 112. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the instant application 

complies with the requirements for patent applications in 37 C.F.R. § 1.84(p)(2) and 37 

C.F.R. § 1.52(d)(1). Accordingly, reconsideration is respectfully requested.
